At Rampart, one of the government, experiment sta- 


tions in the heart of Alaska, not far from the Arctic 
circle, fifty-seven varieties of cereals will mature. 
The 


experiments have demonstrated beyond doubt that bar- 
ley and oats of many varieties can be grown with cer- 
tainty on a very large area in the interior of Alaska, 
except, in localities where there are summer frosts. 
That, is a big, new country and it is not known exactly 
where the summer frosts occur, but away up at Cold- 
font, sixty miles north of the Arctic circle, the United 
States commissioner grows rhubarb, "cucumbers, pota- 
toes, carrots, cabbage and turnips. 


A few fanners at Fairbanks in the interior of Alaska 


are raising hay, grain, potatoes, carrots, peas, turnips, 
onions, celery, cauliflower and other vegetables. 
They 


can raise strawberries and several other varieties of 
small fruit.

either. One farmer at Fairbanks raised eighteen tons of 
potatoes on three acres; also five tons of cabbage on 
one acre.

HEALTH BOARD ACTS 


Local health officers are greatly 


exasperated by the attempts of cer- 
tain citizens to conceal tue fact that 
there is whooping cough .in their 
homes. In many cases a physician is 
not called, and tne patient, if not 
too ill, is allowed to come in contact 
with other people. 


It seems as though many of the 


Fort Wayne people are of the opin- 
ion that quarantine in the case of 
whooping cough is merely a joke, 
but according to the statements of 
the health officers tue malady is one 
of the most contagious, and in ma-ny 
cases it proves • fatal, especially in 
the infantile period. 
In the last 


three months there have been three 
deaths in the city from whooping 
cough, and if these cases had been 
reported at once and the 
proper 


quarantine made, the results might 
not have been so bad. At. any rate, 
the health officers intend to take 
steps at, once in the matter, and un-

The church is a fact, an obvious and 


potential fact, a fact that must be 
reckoned with by any who would com- 
-prebend the logic of events. It was 
because David Hume was unwilling 10 
recognize the church in its relation to 
.progress that his History ot England 
Is like a labyrinth wit 
l;<-ul H eiue. rie 


might as well have undertaken to pre- 
pare an exhaustive UXM'.ISI- un i.i.^at 
without reference to the sun. 


The franchise of the church is given 


in the Scriptures. On reading the rec- 
ord we cannot but be struck by its 
close adherence to the lines of domes- 
tic lite. 


At the outset we have the church In 


the house of Adam and Eve. An altar 
stands in the midat of thp family cir- 
cle, th* religious life of which is cen- 
tered in .the prophecy of UK- Seed of 
Woman who is expected to come in 
the fulness of time to bruise the ser- 
pent's head. As wf follow the history 
Bf the church along the centuries we 
•hall find a continuance of this seminal 
idea, which found expression' in the 
blood stained altar and the hope of the 
coming Christ. 


The Church Before Christ. 


In the reconstruction of things after 


the Deluge we .find the i-hm-eh in the 
house of Noah. 
On the summit of 


Ararat "he bullded an altar unto the 
Lord and offered burnt-offerings upon 
It." The altar was spanned by a rain- 
bow, which was tile token of a cove- 
nant between G<-.rl and his people for 
the transmission of the Messianic hope 


true worshipers at this day. It Is an 
error to speak of the Day of Pentecost 
as "the birthday of the Christian 
church." On that occasion the church, 
which had been from the beginning, 
received a baptism of flrc and power, 
by the descent of the Spirit, for the 
carrying on of the great work of the 
kingdom of God. 


We have, also, a side light here into 


the normal diversity which prevails in 
the church of these days. 


I have a friend who 'built for him- 


self, years ago. a home on the upjwr 
Hudcon. 
As his children grew older 


and were married, one by one. he du- 
clined to receive them under the pa- 
ternal roof but, Instead, built for e<u".i 
happy piiir a separate home nearby. 
And therein he showed himself a wise 
man. 
r'or it is w true proverb, "Fences | 


make good neighbors." A man of less 
discernment might have insisted thlt 
his children and grandchildren should 
abide under the same roof with him: 
Just as there are people who clamor 
for 
ecclesiastical 
uniformity, 
and 


mourn because the denominations are 
called by different names. 
But this 


is not the thought of our Father 
hen he "set the solitary in families." 


Agreeing to Differ. 


We are made, like sheep, to segre- 


mauy windows and open doorways. It 
is not the great temples and cathedrals 
of the world that are controlling the 
•nterprlses of Christ's kingdom. The 
saving factor of Christian progress is 
in'"the back districts." where congre- 
gations gather in humble places of 
worship, often in schoolhouses at the 
crossroads. Here descends tin- prom- 
ise, "Where two or three are met to- 
gether in my name, there will 1 be." 


So here is our coign of vantage in 


the work of the kingdom. Let us real- 
ize that the church is the family of 
Cod. 
Let it lie understood that he 


cares little for elaborate form and 
ceremony, but much for the simple 
beauty of holiness. The man who is- 
sues from, the church in the house with 
a sickle in hand and 1m face toward 
the harvest-Held is greater In Ood'8 
sight than a procession of hierophants 
in purple canonicals. 1 believe that a 
truer conception of the church along 
lines originally marked out for it would 
mean a mighty Impulse in universal 
evangelization. 


We are looking forward to the mil- 


lennium when Christ is to reign from 
the river unto the ends of the earth 
Its coming will be heralded by the de- 
scent, ot the tabernacle of God.
